Names of the Women.

Chicago, Jan. 24. Information of
more alleged victims of the supposed
"Bluebeard," John Hoch, has been given
to the police by John Friek, an employee
of the Nickel'Flate Railroad.

Friek has reported to the police a

charge that his sister, Mrs. Mary
Schuitz married Hoch, who then called
himself Alber Muschburg, at Argoi, Ind.,
in 1900. Mrs. Sehults had a child named

Nettie, then five years old.
"Shortly after they arrived in Chi-

cago letters ceased coming to me," said
Friek, "and I am under the belief that
my sister and her little girl were done

away with. My Sister had $1,500 at
the time of the marriage." -

Mrs. J. H. Schwartzman of Milwaukee

telegraphed the police that she would
arrive here today for the purpose of

trying to identify a photograph of Hoch
as the man who married her sister in
1899. The woman died shortly after,
leaving $1,800 to her husband.

Fvdatives of six of the thirteen wives
credited to Hoch have expressed a belief
to the police that the six women died
from poisoning.

The list of dead and missing is as
follows: Mrs. Marie Welker Hoch, died
Jan, 11, 1905; Mrs. Mary Steinbecker,
died 1894; Mary Decker, St. Louis, died
1902; Mrs. Mary Schultz, Argos, Ind.,
died 1900; child also disappeared; Mrs.
Lena I loch, Milwaukee; Mrs. Sophia
Hoch, Milwaukee.

MAYOR BURKE A CANDIDATE.

Burlington Blacksmith Relies on Record
to Win Coming Election.

Burlington, Jan. 25. It is a foregone
conclusion that Mavor Burke will be a
candidate for at the coming
spring meeting of the city voters, Mrr.
curke lias been the city s chief execu
tive for two years, two terms, and he
believes that bis rrecord is so satisfac-
tory to the people, or to the majority
of them, at least that they will give
him another year in the chair. Mayor
Burke is a blacksmith, although he has
time enough to devote to the interests
of the city and to execute many of his
pet plans, lit has sent a message to
the board of aldermen in which he states
that in his opinion tho business of the
city could be run on the same tax Tate
next year u3 during the present one.
He also Raid that the city would be able
to light its streets soon by its own elec-

tric plant. This idea was Mr. Burke's
and he has pushed the projtct to com-

pletion with commendable activity. And
this is one reason why he thinks that
he is entitled to recognition and to re-
election. I'e . will not come out at
present and announce his candidacy but
the feeling is in the air and the senti-
ment among his friends is strong. There
is little stilling among the Republicans
who are particularly apathetic about a
candidate. It was "hard work to settle
upon a man last year but this time it
looks as thengh it would be even hard-
er. No one seems to care about run-
ning against a man that appears to
have the people back of him as Mr.
Burke believes he has.

Fall River Operatives Complain to Got- -

ernor Douglas, of Owners.

Boston, Jan. 25. Because of tho fric-

tion that has developed in Fall Riveras
the result of misunderstanding between
operatives and manufacturers rerspect- -

ing the carrying out oi me terms upon
which it was supposed the strike had
been definitely settled, Gov. Douglas
yesterday received a call from Isaac
Brooks and Joseph G. Jackson, president
and secretary, respectively, of the Fall
River Slasher Tenders' Union.

Mr. Jackson said that the mannfac-tuicr- s

seemed to be making a determin-
ed elTort to break up the union; that
only about one-hal- f of the Blusher ten-

ders had been reinstated in their posi-
tions, and that some of the operatives
had been told that they would be given
membership in the union, and were will-

ing to sign contracts with the manufac-
turers which would involve the break-

ing of the agreements concerning cer-
tain details of work which have been

operative for 10 years.
Mr. Jackson id that the matter was

to be called to the attention of the
Textile Council Thursday night, - and
that the consequences of the manufac-
turers' position miuht be serious.

Douglas listened to the griev-
ances, and Mid that he would look into
them carefully.

BURLINGTON'S FINANCES.

Bonded Debt of City Is Now $870,000,
Overdrafts by Departments.

Burlington, Jan. 25. The following
city department overdrew their appro
priations last year: Police by $1,6.10.01;
city scales by $102.72; fire department
by $2,310.00; Fletcher library bv $375.-00- ;

health by $379.47; interest by $577.-55- ;

pauper by $1,171.93; poor farm
building by $192.54; street lights by
$535.83.

The assets of the city Januarv 1,
1905( were $99,885.56, of which $71,-7S2.7- 1

was in cash on hand, $13,289.50
uncollected taxes, $11,458.18 street as-
sessments. There were other smaller
items such as unpaid sprinkling and wat-
er taxes. The liabilities of the city were
$90,170.41, leaving a balance of $3,175.-15- .

The estimated cost for the year is
$229,338.17, of which the schools claim
$54,000, interest next with $29,000, and
highways $27,300.

The summary of receipts shows $567,-631.1- 1

and disbursements of $195,848.-37- .
The bonded debt is $870,000, and

the sinking fund has increased from
$93,878.18 to $105,678.41.

Mayor Burke says "I have reason to
believe that the corning grand list on
which our taxes are levied will amply
provide so that our tax rate will remain
the same as last year. In regard to our
new grand list, let me repeat what I
said last year in regard to the lack of
civic honesty so much practised by
wealthy people' everywhere in refusing
to bear their share of the burden. I
hope all our citizens will be imbued with
a sufficient amount of civic pride and
civic honesty so that we may retain
the proud prestige we now hold and at
the same time receive the benefit of all
these good things at a lower tax rale
than any other city in New England."

FAT HER ARREST

Mrs. Bradie Duke Arrested

in Streets of New York

ON A SERIOUS CHARGE

Alleged That She Made False State-

ments Which Lead to the En-

dorsement of Notes Amount-

ing to $20,000.

New York, Jan. 25. Mrs. Alice Webb-Duk-

wife of Brodie L, Duke, was ar-

rested at an office in Broad street, this
city, yesterday on requisition papers is
sued by the Texas authorities. Mrs.
Duke had been indicted by the grand
jury of Nacogdoches, Tex,, on the charge
that she and Charles L. Taylor of Chi

cago had made false statements in. an
instrument on the strength of which a
stockholder in one of the national banks
in that place was induced to indorse
their notes for $20,000.

Mrs. Duke was arrested as she was
alighting from a cab to enter an office
in Broad street. When arested she be
came hysterical and screamed and wept.
She declared: "I'm the wife of Brodie
L. Dufco. His family are trying to
hurt me. I have done nothing wrong."

She insisted upon making a call in the
building, jis she had intended, but the
detective objected, and took hertcTthe
district atorney's office in a cab. She
sat weeping there until her counsel ar
rived. The procedure will be to arraign
her in a police court and hold her to
await the arrival of requisition papers
from Texas. Mrs. Duke for several
weeks has been the central figure in
a sensational case, growing out of her
recent marriage to Brodie L. Duke of
Durham, N. C. - The present proceeding
has nothing to do with Mrs. Duke's
marriage.

When she had somewhat regained her
composure, she insisted on calling tin
her counsel, Abraham Levy. Permission
was granted and she told over the tele-
phone what had happened to her, with
the result that Lawyer George Simpson
was wun ner witiun a Jew minutes.
After a considerable conference he left
her, alone.

ltxwas said that he would go to the
Supreme Court and apply for a writ
of habeas corpus, returnable this af
ternoon.

Assistant District Attorney Perkins
was busy with grand jury cases and
had no time to give to the prisoner,lie said:

'T can't talk about this now, fur-
ther than to say that Mrs. Duke was
arrested on the papers from Texas."

The woman came into prominence
again, after some years of quiet life,
early this month, when Duke's children
and relatives got wind of his marriageto her, and had him placed in a sani
tarium on Long Island until his sanitv
could be tested. Duke, the physicians
said, was sulTering from alcolholic de-
mentia. He had been with the woman
in a Harlem hotel and at the Park
Avenue Hotel on Fourth Avenue.

His family at present are instituting
proceedings in the Supreme Court of the
county for the appointment of a commis-
sion to take charge of his business
affairs.

It was said that Mrs. Duke had in-
terested him in some land develop-ment schemes of hers. She has been
in business with Charles L. Taylor of
Chicago, with whom she attempted land
development in Texas.

MAKES REPLY TO CHARGES.

Director Dewey Believes He Is Being
Persecuted by Prominent Jews.

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 25. Director Mel-
ville Dewey of th state library has
sent to the library committee of the
state board of regents an exended relpy
to the charges filed with that board by
a number of prinent Jews of New York
city, who upon those grounds asked
his removal.

Director Dewey admits that the Lake
Placid club, of which he is president,
excludes Jews, but maintains that being
a social organization and not a hotel, it
has a perfect right to do so. He denies
that Jews have tieen discriminated
against in any other way either by
the organization or himself personally.
He holds that he has always been care-
ful not to confuse his official position
with the club and denies the allegation
that the latter organization has used
his official position to boom its enter-
prises.

Mr. Dewey intimated his belief that
the present attack was inspired by a
Jew, whoso name he does not give, for
whom he declined to gain admission to
the Lake Placid club on the ground that
his stato duties forbade his doing any-
thing with club details, and who at that
time in the presence of others, threat-
ened to punish him. "Officially," says
he, "I have always refused to recognize
race or faith except to respect religious
and ethical prejudices."

UNION'S MONEY DISAPPEARED.

Painter and Decorators of Brockton,
Mass., Out $574 Treasurer Arrested.

Brockton, Jan. 25. Henry II. Reed,
until recently treasurer of the Painters
and Decorators' Union, was before the
police court yesterday, charged with the
larceny of about $500. Examination
was waived and hearing was continued
until Tuesday, Mr, Reed being held.

The arrest of Mr. Reed was the out-
come of the disappearance of rbout $571
from the treasury of the union several
weeks ago. It is said that Mr. Reed
admitted at the time that the money
had gone and that he had spent it in
an endeavor to win back some of the
union's money that ho had lost.

The union called noon the Fidelity &
Deposit company of Baltimore, in which
Mr. Reed, as treasurer of the union,
was bonded for $1,000, to make good

Impeachment Proceedings
Before Senate

STOPS ALL BUSINESS

Oaths of Office as Members of the Court
Were Administered Yesterday

Afternoon by Chief

Justice.

Washington, Jan. 25. The managers
from the House in the impeachment pro-
ceedings against Judge Swayna made
their appearance at the man door of the
Senate at 12:30 o'clock yesterday. Their
presence caused the cessation of all
other business.

Of the seven managers, only five ap-

peared, Messrs. Powers and Olmstead
being absent. The five appeared in a
group in the rear of the chamber, headed
by Sir. Palmer, their chairman.

The managers were escorted to their
seats by Sergeant at Arms Ransdall,
who, after seating them, ascended to
the president pro terrnopra'g stand, and
impressively and in stated form demand-
ed Mlenec, faying:

"Hear ye! Hear ye! All persons
"Hear ye! Hear ye! Itear ye I All

persons are commanded to keep silent,
on pain of imprisonment, while the
House of Representatives is exhibitingto the Senate of the United States ar-
ticles of impeachment against Charles
Swayne, district judge for the Northern
District of Florida."

Mr. Palmer was then recognized, and
read the articles of impeachment.

Mr. Fairbans and Mr. Bacon were ap-
pointed a committee to wait on the
chief justice and ask him to administer
the necessary out lis to senators as
members of the impeachment court.

TRUSTEES DISSOLVED.

Peabody Education Fund of $1,000,000
to a School.

Washington, IX G, Jan. 25. The trus-
tees of the Peabody education funds met
here yesltrday, and voted to dissolve
the trust. President Roosevelt partici-
pated in the proceedings.

A vote was taken on the proposition
to appropriate $1,000,000 for the George
Ptabody school for teachers at Nash-
ville, Tenn., and it was carried unani-
mously.

The vote on the question of dissolv-
ing the Peabody trust followed consid-
erable discussion. Heverral members
expressed vtry positive opposition to
the move to dissolve, and when the vote
was taken it stood 11 to 2.

BRATTLEB0R0 IS FOR EXEMPTION.

Would Like to Secure White River Chair
Company.

Pratt leboro, Jan. 25. Brattlebnro has
voted in favor of exemption for the
White River Chair company.

The proposition was presented by
(Jeot'go h. Dunham, who supplemented
the proposition with a statement to the
effect that the peoplo of Hartford, where
the chair company's plant was recently
destroyed by tire, had used every effort
to induce the company to rebuild, but
that the company preferred to centralize
their business in ISrattleboro. It was
voted to accept the proposition as far
as possible and to recommend that the
town vote to exempt be new business
from taxation for ten years, which was
one of the 'requests made. In addition
to the request for exemption the com-

pany asks a bonus of $3,000, and agrees
to invest not less than $18,000 and em-

ploy not loss than 40 persons five year.
The company already has over $73,000
invested in the business of the Brattle
boro Cabinet .Company, controlled by
them.
